Rib 2 rows. Cast off loosely in rib. 

Join right shoulder and neckband seam. 



Armhole Bands 

With RS facing, using A and 4,5mm 
needles, beg at underarm edge, pick 
up and k29 (31, 33, 35) sts to 
shoulder seam and 29 (31 , 33, 35) 
sts down to underarm edge. 58 (62, 
66, 70) sts. 

K1, pi rib for 3 rows. 

Change to 4mm needles. 

Rib further 2 rows. Cast off loosely 
in rib. 

Join side seams and armhole bands. 
Use mattress st to sew all seams.

TENSION 

22 sts and 30 rows to 1 0cm over 
stocking st, using 4.00mm needies. 

GETTING STARTED 

Due to the tweedy colour mixture of 
Country Tartan 8 ply, we recommend 
working from 2 balls of yarn. Work 
2 rows from first ball, 2 rows from 
second ball, then 2 rows from first ball 
and so on, carrying yarn loosely up 
side of work. Work from 1 ball only 
when working stripes, ^

WORKING PATTERN 
BACK 

Using 3.25mm needles and M, cast on 
114 (126, 134, 146, 158) sts. 

Beg Band 

Row 1 : K2, * P2, K2, rep from * to end. 
Row 2: P2, * K2, P2, rep from * to end. 
Rep 1 St and 2nd rows 1 1 times, inc 0 
(0, 2, 2, 0) sts evenly across last row. 
114 (126, 136, 148, 158) sts, 24 
rows rib in all. 

Change to 4,00mm needles. 

Work in stocking st until Back measures 
39cm from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape Armholes 

Cast off 4 (6, 8, 1 0, 1 2) sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. 106 (114, 120, 128, 
134) sts. 

Beg Stripe Patt 

Work 20 rows in stripes of 1 0 rows C, 

6 rows M and 4 rows C, AT SAME TIME 
dec one st at each end of next row, then 
in every foil alt row 4 (6, 7, 9, 9) times. 
96 (100, 104, 108, 114) sts.” 

Using M only for rem, cont in stocking 
st until Back measures 65 (66, 67, 

68, 69) cm from beg, ending with a 
purl row. 

Shape Back Neck 

Next Row: K33 (34, 35, 36, 39), turn. 
Cont on these 33 (34, 35, 36, 39) 
sts for right side of neck. 

Dec one st at neck edge in every row 
until 28 (29, 30, 31, 34) sts rem. 

Shape Shoulder 

Cast off 9 (1 0, 1 0, 1 0, 1 1 ) sts at beg 
of next row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. 

Castoff rem 10 (9, 10, 1 1 , 1 2) sts. 
Slip next 30 (32, 34, 36, 36) sts 
onto stitch-holder and leave. 

Join M to rem sts and knit to end. 

Cont on these 33 (34, 35, 36, 39) 
sts for left side of neck. 

Dec one st at neck edge in every row 
until 28 (29, 30, 31, 34) sts rem. 
Work 1 row. 

Shape Shoulder 

Cast off 9 (10, 10, 10, 1 1) sts at beg 
of next row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. 
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Castoff rem 10 (9, 10, 11, 12) sts. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to **. 

Using M only for rem, cont in stocking 
st until there are 30 (32, 34, 34, 36) 
rows less than Back to beg of back 
neck shaping, ending with a purl row. 

Divide For V Neck 
Next Row: K48 (50, 52, 54, 57), turn. 
Cont on these 48 (50, 52, 54, 57) 
sts for left side of neck. 

Dec one st at neck edge in every row 
until 42 (44, 46, 46, 51 ) sts rem, 
then in every foil alt row until 28 (29, 
30, 31, 34) sts rem. 

Work 1 row. 

Shape Shoulder 

Cast off 9 (10, 10, 10, 11) sts at beg 
of next row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off rem 1 0 (9, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 2) sts. 
With right side facing, join M to rem 
sts and knit to end. 

Cont on these 48 (50, 52, 54, 57) 
sts for right side of neck. 

Dec one st at neck edge in every row 
until 42 (44, 46, 46, 51) sts rem, 
then in every foil alt row until 28 (29, 
30, 31, 34) sts rem. 

Work 2 rows. 

Shape Shoulder 

Cast off 9 (1 0, 1 0, 1 0, 1 1 ) sts at beg 
of next row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. 

Castoff rem 10 (9, 10, 1 1 , 1 2) sts, 

SLEEVES 

Using 3.25mm needles and M, cast on 
54 (58, 58, 62, 62) sts. 

Beg Band 

Work 24 rows rib as for Back, 

Change to 4.00mm needles. 

Work 4 rows stocking st. 

Row 5: K2, Ml , knit to last 2 sts. Ml , 
K2. 56 (60, 60, 64, 64) sts. 

Cont in stocking st, inc one st (as 
before) at each end of every foil 6th 
(6th, 4th, 4th, 4th) row until there are 
76 (80, 68, 84, 96) sts, then in every 
foil 8th (8th, 6th, 6th, 6th) row until 
there are 86 (90, 96, 104, 108) sts. 
Cont in stocking st without shaping 



until Sleeve measures 48cm from beg, 
ending with a purl row. 

Shape Top 

Cast off 4 (6, 8, 1 0, 1 2) sts at beg of 
next 2 rows. 78 (78. 80, 84, 84) sts. 

Beg Stripe Patt 

Work 20 rows in stripes of 1 0 rows 
C, 6 rows M and 4 rows C, AT SAME 
TIME dec one st at each end of next 
row, then in every foil alt row 9 times. 
58 (58, 60, 64, 64) sts. 

Using M only for rem, dec one st at 
each end of next row, then in every 
foil alt row until 20 sts rem. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off 5 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

1 0 sts. 

Cast off rem sts. 

MAKING UP 
NECKBAND 

Join shoulder seams. With right side 
facing, using set of 3,25mm double, 
pointed needles and C and beg at left 
shoulder seam, knit up 35 (39, 39, 

43, 43) sts evenly along left side of 
front neck (last of these sts is first of 

2 centre sts), knit up 35 (39, 39, 43, 
43) sts evenly along right side of front 
neck to shoulder seam (first of these 
sts is second of 2 centre sts), knit up 
7 sts evenly along right side of back 
neck, knit across sts from back stitch- 
holder - dec 2 (0, 2, 0, 0) sts evenly 
across, then knit up 7 sts evenly along 
left side of back neck. 112 (124, 124, 
1 36, 1 36) sts. 

Round 1 : * P2, K2, rep from * to end. 
Round 2: Rib to within one st of 2 
centre sts, K2tog, si 1, K1, psso, rib 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rounds 3 times, then 
1 st round once. 1 04 (1 1 6, 1 1 6, 1 28, 

1 28) sts, 9 rounds rib in all. 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly if desired. Join side 
and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, 
taking care to match stripes.

WORKING PATTERN 

Cast on 26sts. 

Row 1: k10, p2, k2, p2, k10 
Row 2 and alternate rows: k4, p6, 
k2, p2, k2, p6, k4. 

Row 3 and 5: repeat row 1 . 

Row 7: k4, cable 6, p2, k2, p2, cable 
6, k4. 

Row 9 and 1 1 : repeat row 1 . 

Row 1 2: as second row. 

Continue with these 12 rows until 
all 5 balls have been worked leaving 
enough to cast off with. Cast off.

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“A word about” 

If you are new to knitting you are most likeiy struggling with 
the new language you -have had to learn to read to follow 
a knitting pattern as well as the new stitches to make your 
garment so here are a couple of helpful items: 

Reading patterns. The smallest size is always listed first 
and following sizes usually are placed in ”( )” you will find 
it much easier to follow the pattern if you mark the pattern 
with a pen or pencil circling the size you are using. 

Tension. A tension square is always recommended 
unless you are very sure of you knitting style. This 
will ensure you get what you wanted for all your 
effort. To make a tension square follow the directions 
on each pattern. 

As an example 22 stitches by 29 rows over stocking st. = 
10cm. would mean .... 



Cast OT 22 stitches, knit first row, purl second row, continue 
in stocking stitch until 29 rows have been completed. Cast 
off. Measure the square. If your square is not 1 0cm your 
tension is not as for the pattern, if tension is to loose use a 
half to one size smaller knitting needles and if tension is to 
tight use half to one size larger needles. 

Remember that if your tension is not correct, dimensions 
and yarn usage will all be significantly effected. 

Yarns. Please note to use the specified wool other yarns 
are likely to produce different results. 

Sewing up your garment. Use a large eye needle such 
as a darning needle, or a long teddy bear needle and the 
yarn from the garment. Back stitch is the most commonly 
used stitch for sewing up garments, and is as its name 
suggest is a straight stitch progressively moving backwards 
and forwards over a line for strength. 



CAST ON 




Cast on. Create a slip knot on yarn and place on left 
(holding) needle. Using right (working) needle place 
between slip knot and pass yarn around needle and 
form a loop pulling this loop though with working 
needle and place on holding needle. This will place 2 
stitches now on left holding needle. Repeat using stitch 
just created to form next stitch. 



CAST OFF 




Cast off. Knit two stitches Pick up the first stitch 
knitted and lift over second stitch knitted and off 
working needle between the needles. 



KNIT 




Knit: K. Push the needle through the middle of the first 
stitch, pass the yarn around under the left and over to 
the right. Pull the loop though with the working needle. 
Slip the stitch off holding needle. 



PURL 




Purl: P. Holding yarn at the front push the needle 
through the first stitch. Pass the yarn around under 
the needle and back to form a loop. Pull the loop 
through, slipping the stitch off the holding needle 
and onto the working needle. 
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CHAIN 

Chain; ch. To start make a slip knot on 
hook. Pass the yarn over and draw it 
through the slip knot loop, continue passing 
yarn over and drawing through hook, 



SLIP STITCH 

Slip stitch: si s. Insert the hook in 
stitch pass the yarn over and draw loop 
through stitch, 





DOUBLE CROCHET 




Double crochet; dc. - known in US as single crochet or sc: single crochet. 
Insert the hook in stitch pass yarn over and pull a loop through, pass the 
yarn over the hook and draw through both loops on the hook. 



TREBLE CROCHET 




Treble crochet: tr. - known in US as double crochet 
Pass yarn over hook, insert hook into top two loops of stitch. Pass yarn 
over hook and pull a loop through stitch, (3 loops on hook) pass the yarn 
over hook and draw through the first 2 loops on hook, pass yarn over 
hook and again draw it through remaining 2 loops, 



HALF TREBLE CROCHET 




Half treble crochet: htr. - known in US as half double crochet 
Pass yarn over hook, insert hook into top two loops of stitch, the same as 
in treble crochet pass yarn over and pull a loop through stitch, creating 3 
loop on hook, pass yarn over hook and draw through all loops on the hook.
